THE  EMBLEM 


The  official  emblem  for  the  United  Methodist  Church  combines  the  cross  and  a flame 
symbolizing  the  Holy  Spirit.  The  emblem  for  United  Methodist  Women  likewise  Includes 
the  cross  and  flame. 

The  cross  and  flame  are  ancient  symbols  of  the  church  dating  back  to  the  days  of 
Christ  and  Pentecost.  Each  evokes  images  of  sacrifices,  witness,  and  service.  They 
remind  us  of  both  the  opportunities  and  obligations  of  dlsclpleshlp.  Paul's  ancient 
words  to  Timothy  have  fresh  and  contemporary  meaning:  "...I  now  remind  you  to  stir  into 
flame  the  gift  of  God  which  is  within  you."  (II  Timothy  1:6a  NEB) 

As  part  of  the  emblem  for  United  Methodist  Women  these  symbols  remind  us  of  our 
PURPOSE,  that  of  helping  women  to  grow  in  their  understanding  and  of  willingness  to 
participate  in  the  mission  of  the  church.  These  also  remind  us  of  our  heritage,  of 
women  who  pioneered  in  the  service  for  the  church  at  home  and  abroad  and  in  organizing 
women  for  mission  service  and  support  in  many  areas  of  need. 

The  shape  of  the  emblem  is  likewise  symbolic.  It  is  fluid  and  free-flowing, 
suggesting  change  and  mobility.  As  organized  groups  of  women,  this  has  been  our 
heritage.  Often  at  the  forefront  of  movements  for  change,  at  times  supporting  the 
projects  initiated  by  others,  but  always  aware  of  the  times  and  striving  to  move  them 
rather  than  be  overwhelmed  by  them. 

The  cross,  the  flame,  and  the  individual  with  her  abilities  and  opportunities  - - 
all  elements  of  a 20th  century  movement  for  United  Methodist  Women. 


PURPOSE  OF  UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN 

The  organized  unit  of  UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN  shall  be  a community  of  women  whose 
PURPOSE  is  to  know  God  and  to  experience  freedom  as  whole  persons  through  Jesus  Christ; 
to  develop  a creative,  supportive  fellowship;  and  to  expand  concepts  of  mission  through 
participation  in  the  global  ministries  of  the  church.  (Discipline  Para.  262.5,  Art.  3) 


PURPOSE  OF  WOMEN'S  DIVISION 

The  Women's  Division  shall  be  actively  engaged  in  fulfilling  the  mission  o f the 
Church  and  shall  Interpret  the  PURPOSE  OF  UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN.  With  continuing 
awareness  of  the  concerns  and  responsibilities  of  the  Church  in  today' s world,  the 
Women's  Division  shall  be  an  advocate  for  the  oppressed  and  dispossessed  with  special 
attention  to  the  needs  of  women  and  children;  shall  work  to  build  a supportive  conmunlty 
among  women;  and  shall  engage  in  activities  which  foster  growth  in  the  Christian  faith, 
mission  education,  and  Christian  social  Involvement  throughout  the  organization. 
(Discipline  Para.  IS**?)

EXPENSE  GUIDELINES 


Louisiana  Conference  Executive  Committee 
United  Methodist  Women 
(Amended  9/79) 

United  Methodist  Women  recognize  the  need  to  be  an  inclusive  group  and  to  have 
elected  leaders  who  represent  a diversity  of  age,  race,  economic  background,  and  status 
of  employment.  To  make  this  possible,  a Budget  for  Conference  Administration  and 
Membership  Development  is  approved  annually  to  provide  expenses  for  those  chosen  to 
serve  in  leadership  positions.  The  following  guidelines  for  reimbursement  (along  with 
the  Conference  Budget)  seek  to  expand  the  concept  of  what  it  means  to  be  in  mission. 

Expense  vouchers  are  available  from  the  Conference  Treasurer  and  should  be  filled 
out  in  in  full  when  applying  for  reimbursement  and  submitted  to  the  Conference 
President,  Secretary,  or  Treasurer.  Expenses  for  specific  meetings  should  be  turned  in 
at  the  close  of  that  meeting,  if  possible,  or  not  later  than  the  next  week. 

Leaders  are  advised  to  submit  all  legitimate  expenses  for  doing  their  job  well.  If 
someone  cares  to  donate  supplies  or  services  which  normally  would  be  covered  under  these 
guidelines,  she  is  asked  to  submit  those  charges  and  then  endorse  the  check  (or  refund 
part  of  it)  directly  to  the  Conference  Treasurer. 

Conference  officers  are  asked  to  pay  their  own  registration  fees  to  Conference 
events  without  reimbursement.  She  is  often  expected  to  pay  her  own  room,  meal,  and 
travel  expenses  and  then  turn  that  amount  in  for  reimbursement.  If  this  arrangement 
causes  personal  hardship,  a cash  advance  to  cover  expected  costs  may  be  requested  from 
the  Conference  Treasurer, 

Every  call  letter  or  written  announcement  of  upcoming  events  requiring  "official 
participation"  of  conference  leaders  shall  mention  further  specific  plans  for  financial 
arrangements  not  delineated  herein  (such  as  whether  the  individual  leaders  will  pay  or 
sign  for  meals  and  lodging.) 

The  following  limitations  should  be  noted: 

A.  TRAVEL  EXPENSES 

1.  Mileage  shall  be  reimbursed  at  a rate  of  13  cents  a mile.  Whenever  possible, 
members  from  the  same  district  or  area  should  form  a carpool  - to  be  coordinated  by 
district  presidents. 

2.  Lodging  may  be  reimbursed  at  a rate  up  to  $10  per  person  per  day. 

3.  Meals  for  any  24-hour  period  will  be  reimbursed  at  a rate  of  $10  per  day  (to  be 
divided  between  meals  as  desired).  Meals  for  events  that  last  less  than  one  day  will  be 
reimbursed  at  a rate  up  to  $2.00  for  breakfast,  $4.00  for  lunch,  and  $4,00  for  supper. 

B.  OFFICER  RESOURCES 

Materials  which  are  necessary  for  information  and  execution  of  your  job  (such  as 
Service  Center  publications)  may  be  purchased  and  become  the  property  of  the  Conference 
organization.  Most  of  this  material  should  be  maintained  in  the  files  you  keep  and  pass 
on  to  successors.  Utmost  care  should  be  taken  that  we  do  not  needlessly  duplicate 
materials  which  cover  overlapping  concerns  of  other  leaders. 

C.  OPERATING  EXPENSES 

Postage,  office  supplies,  mimeographing  charges,  long-distance  telephone  charges, 
and  other  miscellaneous  charges  are  allowable.  The  use  of  professional  secretarial 
services  and  large  numbers  of  Xerox-type  copies  are  discouraged.

Hoffpauir,  Nancy  Carruth,  Sara  Fugler,  Linda  Shepherd,  Wanda  Nelson,  Ida  Griffin,  Louise 
Thomas,  and  Azalea  Stevenson.  The  recommendation  was  approved. 

CHRISTIAN  DISCIPLINES  WORKSHOP  - Janet  Hoffpauir  reported  talking  with  Mary  Ruth  Nichols 
who  said  that  there  were  no  dates  available  in  1983,  and  that  we  need  to  get  our  1984 
date  on  the  calendar  soon. 

SCHOLARSHIP  WINNER  - The  Executive  Committee  adjourned  for  dinner.  During  dinner  Mary 
Harwell,  Secretary  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  Core  Planning  Group  arrived  and  was 
introduced.  She  announced  that  Marta  Sanfiel  had  won  a Jurisdiction  Scholarship  to 
Assembly. 

DISTRICT  PRESIDENTS'  REPORTS  - When  the  meeting  resumed,  district  presidents  reported. 
Their  reports  are  on  file  with  the  President,  Vice  President,  and  Secretary. 

RUTH  CARTER  - Margaret  Mielke  reported  that  Ruth  Carter  died  January  28  and  was  buried 
in  New  Orleans,  February  2.  Peoples  Community  Center  has  named  a newly  acquired 
building  the  "Ruth  Carter  Learning  Center"  and  February  has  been  designated  as  Ruth 
Carter  Membership  Month  for  the  Auxiliary  formed  in  her  name.  Membership  is  $1  and  may 
be  sent  to  Margaret. 

COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE  - Shirley  Hoffpauir,  chairperson,  gave  the  report.  At  the  end  of 
1981  the  Executive  Committee  was  to  look  at  the  possibility  of  sending  some  money  or 
establishing  a cumulative  fund  for  the  Science/Education  Project  on  World  Hunger.  The 
Science/Education  Project  is  a program  whereby  students  are  brought  from  third  world 
countries  to  LSU  to  study  the  science  of  agriculture.  Most  of  the  students  would  be 
working  toward  masters  or  doctorate  degrees  and  would  stay  two  years  at  a cost  of  $6000 
per  student  per  year.  The  Annual  Conference  has  adopted  this  project  as  an  Advance 
Special  and  has  set  a goal  of  funding  20  students.  United  Methodist  Women  are  asking 
that  the  funds  given  by  them  be  used  to  sponsor  a woman.  There  were  no  excess  funds 
from  the  A 4 MD  budget,  so  Shirley  made  a motion  that  the  offering  taken  at  Annual 
Meeting  be  used  to  start  a cumulative  fund  for  the  Science/Education  Project  on  World 
Hunger.  Ardessie  Prophet  seconded  the  motion  and  it  carried. 

The  Finance  Committee  formed  a task  group  responsible  to  that  committee  to  review 
district  budgets,  set  some  guidelines,  and/or  make  recommendations  as  to  what  can  be 
done  for  the  1983  District  A 4 MD  budgets.  The  committee  is  composed  of  the  Treasurer, 
Shirley  Hoffpauir,  Evelyn  Evans,  Nell  Read,  Mary  Margaret  Barr,  and  a district  treasurer 
to  be  named  by  Shirley. 

COMMITTEE  ON  NOMINATIONS  - Irene  Sandell,  chairperson,  reported  that  there  are  ten 
positions  to  be  filled.  The  committee  has  met  and  has  a good  start  on  securing 
leadership. 

CONSTITUTION,  BYLAWS,  AND  STANDING  RULES  - Chairperson,  Janet  Hoffpauir,  asked  District 
Presidents  to  send  a copy  of  their  district's  standing  rules.  Nell  Read  suggested  that 
guidelines  might  be  needed  for  committee  appointments;  e.g.  how  appointed,  what  length 
of  time  do  they  serve.  Margaret  Mielke  asked  for  clarification  of  a District  Member. 
May  need  to  write  Women's  Division  about  this, 
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PLACE  OF  ANNUAL  MEETING  - Ola  Fisher,  chairperson,  requested  that  Anne  Hearn  make  the 
report.  Anne  read  a letter  from  Mrs,  William  (Cooky)  Coffee,  president  of  the  UMW  at 
First  United  Methodist  Church,  Baton  Rouge,  inviting  the  Louisiana  Conference  United 
Methodist  Women  to  hold  its  1983  Annual  Meeting.  The  Committee  voted  to  accept  their 
gracious  invitation. 

SCHOOL  OF  CHRISTIAN  MISSION  - Margaret  Bryan,  chairperson,  reported  the  selection  of 
"Signs  of  the  Times"  as  the  theme.  "People  of  the  Pacific"  will  be  taught  by  Robert 
Storey,  Itascu  Stafford,  Elizabeth  Thomas,  and  Clytie  Perry.  "Oneness  in  Christ" 
teachers  are  Anne  Hearn,  Charles  McClure,  and  Stan  Warfield.  Woodrow  Hearn  will  teach 
"Hebrews".  Johnnye  Butler  is  Assistant  Dean.  Music  Director  is  Will  Andress  and  Eleine 
Phillips  is  in  charge  of  audiovisuals. 

Shirley  Hoffpauir  recommended  that  the  School  Offering  be  dedicated  to  the  Estelle 
Dameron  School  of  Christian  Mission  Scholarship  Fund.  Helen  Brock  seconded  the  motion. 
The  motion  carried  with  two  votes  being  cast  against  it. 

LEGISLATIVE  CONCERNS  COMMITTEE  - Lou  Alexander  recommended  that  Ola  Fisher  be  added  to 
the  Legislative  Concerns  Committee.  She  reported  on  the  Legislative  Training  Event 
also.  It  is  to  be  held  in  Baton  Rouge.  There  will  be  four  1 1/2  hour  workshops,  (1) 
Parent/Child  Legal  Responsibilities  and  Obligations;  (2)  Juvenile  Court  Code;  (3) 
Education;  (<4)  Christian's  Responsibility  to  Desegregation.  There  was  a motion  by  Lou, 
seconded  by  Mary  Margaret  Barr,  that  the  District  Vice  Presidents  and  Mission 
Coordinators  of  Christian  Global  Concerns  and  Christian  Social  Involvement  be  included 
in  the  pattern  of  attendance  for  the  event.  The  motion  carried. 

IMPLEMENTATION  OF  CHARTER  FOR  RACIAL  JUSTICE  POLICIES  - In  the  absence  of  Amy  Ward, 
chairperson  of  the  committee,  Nell  Read  gave  the  report.  Estelle  Dameron  has  been  asked 
to  be  vice  chairperson.  Each  district  president  was  to  ask  her  mission  team  to  name  two 
people  and  from  those  one  would  be  selected  from  each  district.  The  Executive  Committee 
named  and  empowered  the  following  - Amy  Ward,  Nell  Read,  and  Helen  Brock  - to  select  the 
members  of  the  committee  from  the  list  submitted  by  the  districts. 

MONITORING  OF  CHILDREN'S  BOOKS  - Janet  Hoffpauir  reported  that  this  exercise  was  not  bo 
censor  books,  but  was  to  try  and  say  to  authors  that  they  need  to  write  books  with 
models  that  minority  children  can  identify  with.  This  has  been  a project  of 
Jurisdiction  designed  to  sensitize  us  to  racism  in  all  literature. 

REQUEST  - Nell  Read  needs  Volume  2,  Number  3 and  Volume  3,  Number  .3  of  the  Conference 
Newsletters. 

ASSEMBLY  - Nell  reported  on  room  assignments.  Our  Conference  needs  to  take  the  chalice, 
loaves  of  bread,  banner,  and  offering.  Nell  will  take  care  of  the  chalice  and  bread  and 
Sara  Fugler,  the  banner,  A letter  will  be  sent  to  local  units  about  the  offering  so 
that  it  can  be  sent  in  with  the  first  quarter  reports. 

The  Committee  was  adjourned  for  the  evening  with  prayer  by  Helen  Brock. 

Linda  Shepherd  opened  the  meeting  Saturday  morning  with  prayer  and  reports  continued. 

ANNUAL  MEETING  PROGRAM  - Chairperson,  Janet  Hoffpauir,  reported  that  the  theme  will  be 
"Called  to  Grow  Into  A Global  Community."  Scripture  Micah  6:8,  Harry  Haines  will  be 
the  keynote  speaker.  The  opening  worship  service  will  be  a communion  service  designed 
by  Linn  Richardson,  Carolyn  Brannen,  and  Frieda  Brown. 
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The  Executive  Conunlttee  will  meet  Thursday  night  before  Annual  Meeting  so  that  they  will 
be  accessible  to  the  Local  Women  on  Friday  morning  during  registration.

Upon  a 
motion  by  Anne  Hearn,  seconded  by  Lottie  Palazzo,  the  previous  motion  was  amended  to 
read  that  there  be  a Mission  Candle  for  those  who  are  serving,  for  those  who  have  served 
and  gone  before,  and  in  hope  for  those  who  will  serve  in  the  future,  (three  candles) 
The  motion  as  amended  carried. 

MARYRUTH  NICKELS  - Maryruth  Nickels,  our  regional  staff  person,  cannot  attend 
Annual  Meeting.  Nell  Read  and  Helen  Brook  will  work  to  schedule  her  to  meet  with  our 
Conference  as  soon  as  possible,  perhaps  for  the  Committee  on  Program  Meeting. 

1983  ANNUAL  MEETING  SPEAKER  - There  was  some  discussion  on  the  possibility  of 
securing  Marion  Wright  Edelraan  to  speak  at  the  1983  Annual  Meeting.  Linda  Shepherd  made 
the  motion  that  we  secure  Ms.  Edelman  to  speak  at  Annual  Meeting,  September  16-17,  1983. 
The  motion  carried.  Nell  Read  will  contact  her. 

DISTRICT  ELECTED  LEADERS  TRAINING  - Helen  Brock  presented  a special  mission  recognition 
pin  to  Nell  Read  for  chairing  DELT  in  1981.  Shirley  Hoffpauir,  chairperson,  reported 
that  the  1982  DELT  will  be  in  Alexandria,  October  16.  Theme  for  the  day  will  be  "Our 
Covenant  - To  Serve."  The  complete  nominating  committee  will  be  included. 


FINANCIAL  PROMOTION  WORKSHOP  - Chairperson,  Shirley  Hoffpauir,  reported  that  the  purpose 
of  this  workshop  is  to  provide  a forum  where  members  of  the  staff  of  Women's  Division 
and  Conference  and  District  Leaders  of  UMW  may  participate  together  in  developing  an 
understanding  of  the  role  and  responsibilities  of  the  Women's  Division,  expand  concepts 
of  mission  through  interpretation  of  the  work  of  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries,  clarify 
channels  of  giving  and  financial  policies  and  procedures  of  UMW  and  Women's  Division, 
and  develop  skills  in  interpreting  the  above  to  local  members  of  UMW.  The  workshop  will 
be  October  29-31  and  will  involve  Conference  Elected  Leaders,  District  Presidents,  Vice 
Presidents,  Treasurers,  and  Mission  Coordinators  of  Christian  Global  Concerns  and 
Christian  Social  Involvement.  Jeanette  Kelly  will  handle  registration.  A steering 
committee  was  formed  to  meet  with  Women  Division  people  during  the  workshop  in  order  to 
see  that  things  are  moving  in  the  right  direction.  The  committee  will  be  composed  of 
the  Conference  President,  Vice  President,  Treasurer,  and  Ruth  Brown  and  Wanda  Nelson  as 
District  Treasurersf.  There  is  $2250  budgeted  for  the  workshop. 
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COSROW  - Betty  Rowell,  co-chairperson  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Committee  on  Status 
and  Role  of  Women,  reported  that  at  Annual  Conference  the  committee  gave  an  award  called 
the  Open  Door  Award  to  the  report  that  was  most  inclusive  in  language.  The  award  went 
to  the  Board  of  pensions.  The  group  also  sponsored  an  Open  Door  Room,  child  care 
services,  and  a luncheon  honoring  clergywomen  who  were  being  ordained  Elders.  A survey 
of  the  membership  of  boards  and  commissions  of  the  Conference  will  be  taken  this  year  to 
determine  their  balance  in  regards  to  women  and  racial  inoluslveness.  Each  will  be 
given  the  results  and  asked  to  work  toward  the  goal  of  one-third  clergy,  one-third 
laity,  and  one-third  women.  November  1,  1981  was  Women's  Appreciation  Day. 

RECOGNITION  - Nell  Read  noted  that  Amy  Ward  is  president  of  the  Conference  Council  on 
Ministries  and  Nancy  Carruth  serves  on  both  the  General  and  Conference  BoarcJa  of  Higher 
Education.  Johnnye  Butler  was  recognized  for  chairing  the  Christian  Social  Relations 
Interpretation  Workshop.  A special  mission  recognition  pin  has  been  ordered  for  her. 

HISTORIAN  - Norma  Win  geart  reported  that  she  and  Estelle  Dameron  went  to  Ruston  and 
made  a 3 hour  tape  with  Mrs.  Glenn  (Virginia)  Laskey.  Mrs.  Laskey  is  the  only  Division 
President  our  Conference  has  had.  Another  tape  was  made  of  Mrs.  Dameron.  The  originals 
and  one  copy  each  is  in  the  UMW  Historian's  file  and  a copy  of  each  is  in  the  archives 
at  Centenary  College.  Planned  Is  a tape  of  former  Conference  President,  Elizabeth 
McGowan. 

The  Methodist  Church  will  be  celebrating  its  bicentennial  in  1984.  The  Women's  Division 
is  going  to  launch  a centennial  era  at  Assembly  celebrating  the  100th  anniversary  of  our 
eight  predecessor  groups.  It  will  be  a five  year  celebration. 

EDITOR/PUBLIC  RELATIONS  - Nancy  Carruth  stressed  the  need  to  Impress  local  women  with 
the  importance  of  complete,  correct  addresses.  The  next  edition  of  the  Newsletter  is 
the  SCM  issue.  There  needs  to  be  some  information  about  the  Financial  Promotion 
Workshop  in  this  edition  also.  Deadline  for  the  information  to  Nancy  is  March  22. 

BOARD  OF  HIGHER  EDUCATION  - Nancy  reported  that  at  the  last  Conference  Board  of  Higher 
Education  meeting  they  discussed  asking  the  UMW  to  be  responsible  for  sending  a list  at 
the  beginning  of  the  semester  to  campus  ministers  of  what  students  from  what  places  are 
going  where.  "They  seem  to  have  come  to  the  realization  that  they  better  get  the  women 
behind  something  they  need  or  it  does  not  get  done... We  are  losing  our  young  people  at 
this  point  in  their  religious  life  and  its  very  vital  that  we  keep  up  with  them,  so  even 
if  we  do  not  officially  take  it  on,  I am  begging  you  to  consider  this  in  your  local 
unit." 

In  reference  to  this  matter,  Nell  Read  asked  the  secretary  to  read  a letter  from 
Reverend  Donald  C.  Cottrill,  Vice  president  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Higher  Education. 
In  his  letter  Reverend  Cottrill  writes  that  it  is  his  responsibility  to  see  that  names 
of  college  students  of  local  churches  are  forwarded  to  campus  ministers  for  contact  with 
these  students.  He  requests  that  the  United  Methodist  Women  assist  in  gathering  and 
forwarding  these  names.  He  goes  on  to  say  that  according  to  the  1980  Book  of  Discipline 
there  is  to  be  a coordinator  of  campus  ministries  and  higher  education  in  each  local 
church  who  would  care  for  this  matter.  Our  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  office, 
however,  has  informed  him  that  there  are  very  few  churches  with  such  a person 
designated.  Consequently,  there  is  no  person  to  see  that  such  work  as  mentioned  is 
completed . 

A motion  was  made  by  Lottie  Palazzo  that  the  Conference  adopt  the  project  pf  supplying 
the  Board  of  Higher  Education  with  names  of  college-bound  students.  The  solicitation  of 
these  names  will  be  made  through  Conference  and  District  Newsletters  by  the  Conference 
and  District  Coordinators  of  Supportive  Community.  The  motion  carried. 
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MINUTES  - Nell  Read  requested  that  after  every  one  of  their  meetings,  the  chairpersons 
of  a task  group  send  a copy  of  the  proceddings  or  minutes  for  her  file  - even  if  she  is 
sitting  in  on  the  meeting.  Please  no  more  than  two  weeks  afterwards. 

MARY  HARWELL  - Ms.  Harwell  spoke  to  the  Committee  saying  that  there  is  no  substitue  for 
face  to  face  communication  and  that  is  why  she  is  with  us.  She  wanted  the  group  to  know 
that  there  is  a Jurisdiction,  alive  and  well,  and  that  they  are  a group  of  women  just 
like  us.  She  further  stated  that  she  felt  very  much  at  home  because  although  the  faces 
are  different,  the  struggles  are  the  same  as  the  issues  and  problems  found  in  the 
Northwest  Texas,  Central  Texas,  and  Oklahoma  Conferences.  Women's  Division  asked  that 
the  Jurisdiction  help  with  implementation  of  the  Charter.  One  means  proposed  by  the 
Jurisdiction  is  the  Children's  Book  Project  that  was  reported  on  earlier.  The 
Jurisdiction  Committee  is  using  the  questionnaire  from  Division,  "Attitudes  on  Racism" 
to  heighten  awareness  and  attitudes. 

Another  thing  the  Jurisdiction  is  doing  is  setting  up  a pilot  project  called  "Catching 
the  Vision."  This  was  a priority  of  the  17  Conference  Presidents  when  they  met  in  Fort 
Worth  in  January.  It  is  a workshop  designed  for  local  women  to  help  heighten  interest 
in  UMW  in  the  local  church.  Each  Jurisdiction  officer  is  writing  a 250-word  essay  about 
how  they  got  involved  in  United  Methodist  Women.  From  these  they  hope  to  get  some  clues 
as  to  how  to  go  about  setting  up  the  workshop. 

UPDATE  ON  WOMEN'S  DIVISION  - Nell  Read  reported  on  the  following  meetings  attended: 

Women's  Division  - Met  in  Minneapolis  October  16-19,  1981.  She  attended  as  a 
special  guest.  Details  of  this  meeting  can  be  found  in  response  magazine  andNew  World 
Outlook. 

New  Officer  Training  Event  - held  in  New  York  City,  December  3-6,  1981  was  a time 
of  spiritual  renewal.  It  was  also  instruction  for  development  of  skills  for  leadership 
pertaining  to  particular  offices.  One  of  the  important  things  learned  at  this  high 
level  meeting  is  the  importance  of  our  connectional  system. 

president's  Consultation  - in  Fort  Worth,  Texas  was  one  of  most  helpful  events. 
There  the  design  and  work  of  the  Core  Planning  Group  was  explained.  Nell  stressed  again 
the  necessity  for  utilizing  the  links  of  the  connectional  system.  One  of  the 
jurisdiction  goals  which  we  might  implement  is  to  develop  a stronger  support  system  for 
our  missionaries  and  deaconesses.  The  New  Mexico  Conference  has  a program  called  IMP  - 
Important  Mission  Persons,  All  missionaries  and  deaconesses  are  listed  and  local  units 
(through  the  district)  are  asked  to  give  support  to  them  throughout  the  year.  For 
example,  invite  to  Annual  Meetings  or  Schools  of  Christian  Mission  and  pay  expenses, 
remember  on  birthdays,  etc. 

Another  Idea  received  at  the  meeting  was  to  have  an  overnight  retreat  for  incoming  and 
outgoing  officers.  It  is  a spiritual  retreat  with  the  exchanging  of  materials,  setting 
of  goals,  and  reviewing  of  programs. 

REGIONAL  SCHOOL  - June  14-18  in  Dallas,  Texas.  Virginia  Aswell  will  substitute  for 
Shirley  Hoffpauir.  Nell  Read  will  coordinate  travel  plans,  including  Mary  Lou  Blakeinan. 

Ola  Fisher,  the  representative  on  the  Regional  School  Planning  Committee,  shared  a 
questionnaire  for  Conference  elected  leaders.  The  questionnaire  will  be  distributed  by 
Ola  to  the  leaders  and  Janet  Hoffpauir  for  input  from  them  to  the  School  Planning 
Committee.

CHURCH  WOMEN  UNITED  ASSEMBLY  - will  be  March  17-18  at  Broadmoor  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Baton  Rouge.  Delegates  attending  by  virtue  of  their  offices  will  be  Nell  Read,  Helen 
Brock,  and  Lottie  Palazzo. 

TELEVISION  SATELLITE  - Suggestions  were  given  by  the  Committee  as  to  how  this  program 
can  be  utilized  by  United  Methodist  Women.  It  was  noted  that  it  could  be  used  for 
leadership  training,  studies,  promotion,  women’s  issues,  etc.

The  Ninth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist  Women  was 
convened  on  Friday,  September  17,  1982  at  1:00  P.M.,  in  the  sanctuary  of  First  United 
Methodist  Church,  Lake  Charles,  Louisiana,  with  Mrs.  Nell  Read,  President,  presiding. 
The  opening  hymn  was  "From  All  That  Dwell  Below  the  Skies." 

LIGHTING  OF  MISSION  CANDLES:  Mrs.  Shirley  Hoffpaulr,  Treasurer,  gave  a brief  history  of 
the  use  of  the  candle.  This  marks  the  fourth  year  the  candle  has  been  used  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  and  this  year  there  were  two  other  candles,  one  for  thsoe  who  presently 
serve  and  one  for  those  who  will  serve  in  the  future.  Contributions  of  $8738.26  will 
allow  the  candles  to  burn  for  approximately  4 hours  and  52  minutes. 

COMMUNION:  Reverend  Linn  C.  Richardson  of  Dallas,  Texas  gave  the  Communion  Meditation 
in  which  she  asked  those  gathered  to  participate  in  new  creation  and  reach  out  to 
others.  "We  don't  have  to  solve  the  problems  of  the  world,  only  be  willing  to  join  in 
the  struggle.  We  don't  have  to  supply  all  the  resources  and  strength.  Each  one  brings 
his  or  her  own  unique  contribution  or  strength  and  combined  we  are  more  powerful. . .There 
is  the  power  of  God  among  us  and  with  the  power  of  God  we  have  the  momentum  to  move  us 
forward  ever  toward  that  vision  of  new  creation."  The  Sacrament  was  administered  by 
Reverend  Richardson,  Reverend  Carolyn  P.  Brannon,  Reverend  Freida  M.  Brown,  Dr.  Jack 
Cooke,  Reverend  Donald  Morgan,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Abraham,  and  Mrs.  Mary  Adele  Compton. 

WELCOME:  Mrs.  Julia  Heard,  Lake  Charles  District  President,  and  Mrs.  Lucy  Oakley, 
President  of  the  United  Methodist  Women,  First  United  Methodist  Church,  Lake  Charles, 
extended  a welcome  on  behalf  of  the  215  members  of  First  Church  and  the  40  local  units 
of  the  Lake  Charles  District, 

PRESENTATIION  OF  THE  PROGRAM:  Janet  Hoffpaulr,  Chairperson  for  the  Annual  Meeting  Task 
Group,  presented  the  Program  saying  as  she  looked  upon  the  audience,  many  of  whom  were 
in  costumes  of  different  countries,  that  the  theme  behind  the  theme  could  well  be  "think 
global."  The  program  will  uplift  the  diverse  heritage  of  members  of  United  Methodist 
Women.  She  told  of  her  good  experience  working  with  the  loving  and  caring  women  of  Lake 
Charles  and  the  Lake  Charles  District.  The  best  experience  she  said,  however,  was 
inviting  former  missionaries  and  having  them  present.  She  introduced  Reverend  and  Mrs. 
M.  C.  Cady,  Mrs.  Patricia  Morgan,  and  Mrs.  Julia  Paxton,  all  former  missionaries  who  now 
live  in  Louisiana. 

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT,  Mrs.  Nell  Read: 

"Travelling  by  boat  in  the  waters  on  Puerto  Rico's  south  shore  near  the  fishing 
village  of  La  parguera  one  may  witness  a local  wonder  - a nighttime  phenomenon  known  as 
bloluminescense  - a luminous  glow  given  off  by  tiny  marine  organisms  in  the  water.  The 
radiance  comes  from  thousands  of  little  protozoa.  When  one  tiny  protozoan  comes  in 
contact  with  another,  the  nerves  of  one  trigger  the  light  of  the  other.  They  can't 
light  up  on  their  own.  They  have  to  touch  one  another  to  do  it.  A sweep  of  the  hand  in 
the  water  ignites  a trail  of  fire  as  thousands  of  creatures  come  in  contact  with  each 
other,  creating  brilliant  constellations  in  the  water."

"I  like  to  think  of  United  Methodist  Women  as  being  much  like  these  - touching  each 
other  and  the  world  with  a God-given  light  to  form  a community  that  stirs  into  flame  a 
spirit  of  caring,  feeling,  growing.  Our  purpose  states  that  the  organized  unit  of 

United  Methodist  Women  shall  be  a community . Community  is  defined  as  a unified  body 

sharing  a common  purpose.  We  are  a 

COMMUNITY  ORGANIZED  FOR  MISSION.  Last  October  I attended  an  annual  meeting  of  the 
Women's  Division  and  was  touched  by  the  light  of  the  dedicated  leadership  of  those  who 
plan  program  and  appropriate  funds  so  that  global  needs  are  met. 

In  turn,  the  jurisdiction,  conference,  district,  and  local  leadership  form  mission 
teams  illuminating  the  waters  with  a spirit  of  hope  for  those  on  the  journey  of  life. 
Our  connectional  system  serves  us  well,  providing  the  support  we  need. 

In  speaking  of  the  Amish  people's  tradition  of  doing  without  electricity  and  other 
modern  conveniences,  someone  remarked  that  they  were  a very  Independent  group.  The 
reply  was  that  they  were  very  dependent  on  one  another  as  they  live  in  community.  When 
a farmer  needs  to  build  a barn,  he  cannot  do  it  alone.  All  the  neighbors  work  together 
until  it  is  finished.  We,  too,  are  dependent  on  God  and  each  other  for  it  is  through 
organized  mission  that  we  find  our  strength. 

Just  as  the  Women's  Division  needs  our  participation  through  mission  giving,  we, 
also  need  leadership  training,  program  resources,  and  communication  from  them. 

Our  foremothers  saw  the  message  of  Christ  in  Matthew  28  - "Go  teach  all  nations." 
They  sent  missionaries.  At  this  meeting  we  honor  some  of  those  who  gave  their  lives  in 
service. 

Today  we  see  missions  interpreted  as  all  we  do  to  bring  about  the  kingdom  of  God 
right  where  we  live.  Thus,  when  local  units  volunteer  to  take  training  courses  to  aid 
in  adult  literacy  classes  as  they  did  in  Algiers  United  Methodist  Women,  they  are  doing 
mission  locally.  Or,  when  women  in  Lake  Charles  District  send  supplies  to  Zimbabwe, 
Baton  Rouge  units  do  prison  ministries,  others  give  birthday  parties  for  those  in 
nursing  homes,  form  day  care  centers  and  soup  kitchens,  have  bazaars  and  cake  bakes, 
many  projects  that  show  love  and  concern.  All  these  are  involved  in  mission.  We  are  a 

COMMUNITY  OF  SPIRITUAL  BEINGS.  Our  purpose  is  to  know  God,  Our  goal  is  to  expand 
our  awareness  of  the  Biblical  mandate  for  mission.  We  do  this  through  retreats,  Bible 
study,  prayer  circles,  daily  devotions,  and  the  reading  program. 

A community  is  not  necessarily  small.  We  learned  this  when  more  than  100  women 
from  Louisiana  joined  10,000  in  an  unforgettable  experience  at  Assembly  in  Philadelphia 
this  spring.  We  were  reminded  that  the  good  news  the  women  told  about  the  empty  tomb  on 
that  first  Easter  morning  was  not  an  idle  tale.  Women  today  are  still  spreading  the 
good  news  of  Jesus  Christ  that  offers  hope.  Can  we  make  an  impact  on  the  world  to  bring 
about  peace?  Certainly  not,  unless  we  first  learn  to  live  in  peace  with  ourselves,  our 
families,  and  neighbors.  As  one  person,  I can  do  little  to  halt  the  rapid  escalation  of 
a nuclear  weapons  build  up.  But  as  an  organization  of  one  and  a quarter  million  women 
each  doing  her  part,  it  is  possible  to  dream  great  dreams.  We  are  a 

COMMUNITY  OF  GIVING  PEOPLE.  Last  year  Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist  Women 
gave  a total  of  $257, 0^1. 90  through  our  treasurer.  Because  of  our  several 
learning/growing  opportunities  to  be  funded  from  this  total,  we  were  not  able  to  meet 
our  pledge  to  missions.  When  we  see  Christian  Social  Responsibility  Workshop, 
Legislative  Training  Event,  and  School  of  Christian  Mission  as  doing  mission,  we 
understand  that  funds  used  for  Administration  and  Membership  Development  are  worth  the 
cost.  But  we  do  urge  you  to  give  generously  this  last  quarter  so  that  we  will  go  over 
our  pledge  for  1982." 
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"Our  organization  Is  oommitted  to  the  basic  principle  of  undesignated  giving. 
Indeed,  this  is  the  source  of  our  strength;  for  as  a coBimunlty  of  givers,  we  touch  the 
needs  of  people  around  the  world.  We  understand  that  money  Is  translated  Into  mission. 

This  year  we  have  had  two  special  opportunities  for  second  mile  giving.  I was 
amazed  at  the  response  to  our  funding  for  the  audio-visual  library  in  the  New  Area 
Offices  at  Baton  Rouge.  Not  only  were  the  gifts  generous;  but  many  expressed 
appreciation  for  the  opportunity  to  participate. 

Then  there  was  the  fire  at  MaoDonell  United  Methodist  Children's  Services  at  Houma. 
The  response  showed  that  this  is  a favorite  project  of  Louisiana  women.  I'm  sure  you 
would  like  to  hear  an  update  from  the  director,  Jerry  Bridges.  (Report  from 
MacDonell's.)  We  are  a 

COMMUNITY  ALIVE  TO  THE  WORLD  IN  WHICH  WE  LIVE.  We  are  an  inclusive  group 
representing  diverse  backgrounds  differing  in  talents  as  well  as  opinions  and  interests. 
Yet  we  work  in  community  as  a unified  body. 

This  year  our  Committee  on  Implementation  of  the  Charter  for  Racial  Justice 
Policies  is  working  on  a booklet  of  guidelines  for  action.  No  one  can  be  a Christian  in 
general.  One  must  be  a Christian  in  specifics.  And  this  means  risking  involvement  in 
unpopular  issues  and  opening  doors  to  new  understandings. 

James  Spalnhower,  in  his  book.  Pulpit.  Pew,  and  Politics,  makes  a case  for  the 
Christian  becoming  involved  in  politics.  A mention  of  any  number  of  issues  would  soon 
spark  lively  discussions  of  what  is  wrong  with  our  society.  Spalnhower  warns  of  the 
danger  of  thinking  that  to  speak  about  an  issue  is  all  that  is  necessary.  Lyndon 
Johnson  once  observed  that  "It  is  the  politician's  task  to  pass  legislation,  not  sit 
around  saying  principled  things."  Isn't  it  better  to  hold  out  hope  that  society  can 
govern  itself  with  decency,  dignity,  and  honor  and  to  work  toward  this  end? 

Louisiana  Conference  Women  are  trying  to  be  instruments  in  that  very  process.  A 
Legislative  Training  Event  in  May  has  begun  a cycle  of  awareness  of  specific  ways  we  can 
take  part  in  political  procedures.  When  follow-up  events  are  held  in  your  district,  be 
ready  to  be  alive  to  your  part  in  a more  responsible  government.  We  are  a 

COMMUNITY  CONCERNED  WITH  THE  SPECIAL  MINISTRIES  NEEDED  BY  WOMEN  AND  CHILDREN. 
Perhaps  you  would  like  to  hear  what  your  mission  dollar  is  accomplishing  at  St.  Marks 
Community  Center  in  New  Orleans.  Ms.  Charmagne  Andrews,  Program  Director,  will  tell  us 
what's  new  there.  (Report  from  St.  Mark's.) 

And  another  project  ministering  to  the  inner  city  needs  is  People's  Community 
Center  in  New  Orleans.  Reverend  William  London's  representative  is  a member  of  its 
board,  Mrs.  David  Mielke.  Margie,  will  you  come  forward?  (Report  from  People's.)  We 
are  a 


COMMUNITY  DEDICATED  TO  HELPING  PEOPLE  BECOME  SELF-SUSTAINING.  One  such  project  is 
Dulac  Community  Center  in  Houma.  Amy  Ward  will  give  this  update.  (Report  from  Dulac.) 
We  are  a 

COMMUNITY  ON  THE  GROW.  If  we  are  called  to  grow,  then  how?  Believing  that  study 
is  essential  to  active,  informed  Christian  disclpleship,  we  offer  through  School  of 
Christian  Mission  opportunities  for  maturing  personal  spirituality  as  well  as  exploring 
the  Christian's  responsibility  for  alievating  poverty,  pain,  and  injustice  around  the 
globe.  The  1982  School,  under  the  leadership  of  the  dean,  Margaret  Bryan,  was  the  best 
ever.  For  a long  time  we  will  be  feeling  the  influence  of  our  experience  there 
throughout  the  Conference.  Dr.  Woodrow  Hearn  led  our  study  on  Hebrews.  And  there  were 
too  many  other  good  features  to  mention.  Come  next  year  and  see  for  yourself." 
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"Through  our  excellent  program  resources  we  are  informed  about  worldwide  mission. 
It  is  essential  for  the  leadership  of  United  Methodist  Women  to  regularly  read  Response 
and  New  World  Outlook.  I promise  the  pages  of  these  magazines  will  take  you  into  far 
more  dramatic  arenas  than  those  offered  on  television  soap  operas. 

Yes,  we  are  on  the  grow. 

Remember  our  little  protozoa?  If  we  touch  each  other  and  stir  ourselves  into 
flame,  we  create  the  light  that  leads  to  growth.  It  has  been  said  that  we  do  not 
inherit  our  world  from  our  ancestors,  but  we  borrow  it  from  our  children. 

We  are  vitally  interested  in  offering  our  youth  the  advantages  of  lives  dedicated 
to  service  through  Jesus  Christ.  I'd  like  you  to  hear  from  Reverend  Linn  Richardson, 
Director  of  Admissions,  Perkins  School  of  Theology  in  Dallas,  Texas.  (Report  from  Linn 
Richardson  and  then  from  Kay  Madden,  Director  of  Christian  Careers,  Centenary  College.) 

You  have  been  asked  to  send  names  and  addresses  of  college  students  from  your 
church  to  your  Coordinator  of  Supportive  Community.  Please,  do  this.  We  want  to 
maintain  contact  with  our  youth  at  this  important  time  in  their  lives.  Our  future 
depends  on  it. 

And  now,  let  us  stand.  Reach  out  and  touch  someone  near  you.  May  the  spirit  of 
Jesus  Christ  bond  us  into  an  alive  community,  willing  to  risk  and  grow,  believing  that 
our  faith  requires  us  to  do  justice,  love  kindness,  and  walk  humbly  with  our  God."

PLEDGE  SERVICE:  "Clothe  Me  In  Garments  of  Joy,"  a production  of  song  and  dance  written 
by  Mrs.  Jessie  Chastain,  was  presented  by  the  Conference  Treasurer,  Shirley  Hoffpauir; 
District  Treasurers,  and  a group  called  L.I.F.E.  from  University  United  Methodist 
Church,  Lake  Charles.  L.I.F.E.  stands  for  Ladies  Involved  in  Family  Enrichment  and  its 
purpose  is  to  make  Christ  the  heart  of  every  home  and  family. 

DR.  J.  HARRY  HAINES:  Bishop  Shamblln  introduced  Dr.  Haines,  who  for  six  years  was  a 
missionary  to  China,  for  ten  years  a district  superintendent  in  Malaysia,  and  who  for 
the  last  sixteen  years  has  been  General  Secretary  of  the  United  Methodist  Committee  on 
Relief.  Dr.  Haines'  address  was  entitled  "Committed  Locally,  Living  Globally." 

HYMN:  The  hymn  "Ne'er  Forget  God's  Daily  Care"  was  led  by  Juanita  Moriarlty. 

BENEDICTION:  Dr.  Haines  gave  a Chinese  benediction  and  the  meeting  was  adjourned  for 
the  evening. 


The  meeting  reconvened  for  the  morning  session  at  the  church  at  8:30  a.m.  in  Fellowship 
Hall.  A breakfast  and  autograph  party  with  Dr.  Haines  had  been  held  previously.  Those 
assembled  viewed  the  film  "Our  Life... The  Journey,"  an  account  of  the  1982  Assembly  of 
United  Methodist  Women  held  in  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania  in  May.  Following  the  film 
the  meeting  moved  into  the  sanctuary. 

HYMN:  A Chinese  hymn,  "Rise  to  Greet  the  Sun,"  was  sung  and  an  Ancient  Japanese 
Blessing  from  the  1980  Prayer  Calendar  was  read.  Leading  were  Hoon  and  Jackie  Choi  of 
First  Church.  Patricia  Morgan,  former  missionary  to  Korea,  Japan,  and  the  Philllpines, 
told  of  her  missionary  work  in  the  Orient. 
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IMPRESSIONS  OF  A FIRST-TIMER  AT  ASSEMBLY:  Mrs.  Linda  Singer  of  First  United  Methodist 
Church,  Natchitoches,  presented  the  following  thoughts: 

"As  I was  preparing  to  leave  for  the  National  Assembly,  I prayed  to  learn  more  about 
United  Methodist  Women.  I wanted  to  find  the  "glow"  that  I had  seen  in  other  women  who 
had  been  an  Influence  on  me  as  a United  Methodist  Woman.  I once  heard  a minister  say, 
"Be  careful  what  you  set  as  a goal  for  your  life  - you  might  get  it."  I not  only  found 
this  "glow,"  but  I was  able  to  experience  it  with  over  10,000  other  glowing  women. 

National  Assembly  helped  me  to  understand  what  and  who  we  are  as  United  Methodist 
Women.  There  are  two  words  that  seem  to  me  to  represent  what  I found  to  be 
characteristics  of  United  Methodist  Women  through  the  Assembly.  They  are  responsible 
and  united. 

What  do  I mean  by  responsible?  I feel  Dr.  Letty  Russell,  theologian,  helped  me  to 
realize  that  we  must  be  responsible  citizens  of  God's  army.  We  need  to  be  able  to 
experience  the  scriptures  and  God's  love  with  others  in  new  and  exciting  ways.  Also,  as 
was  pointed  out  to  me  by  Dr.  Helen  Caldicott,  speaker  against  nuclear  warfare.  Dr. 
Lucille  Mair,  representative  of  the  United  Nations,  and  Dr.  Hazel  Henderson,  futurist, 
we  must  be  responsible  citizens  of  the  world.  We  need  to  be  alert  to  political  and 
economic  policies  not  only  within  our  city  and  state,  but  also  of  our  federal  government 
and  countries  of  the  world.  We  are  called  to  take  an  active  Christian  role  in  the 
political  and  economic  policies  of  our  government  and  in  those  around  the  world. 

The  second  word  that  I bring  to  your  attention  is  united.  I felt  this  unity  the 
first  night  of  Assembly  during  the  Communion  Service,  Words  are  so  Inadequate  to 
express  my  thoughts  as  we  broke  the  bread  made  by  the  hands  of  United  Methodist  Women  in 
homes  and  cities  throughout  the  United  States.  I realized  for  the  first  time  the  tie 
that  each  of  us  has  with  our  sisters,  not  only  in  other  cities  and  states,  but  across 
the  world.  This  tie  that  I am  speaking  of  goes  far  beyond  even  this,  though.  Upon 
listening  to  the  play  of  the  history  of  United  Methodist  Women  and  an  interest  group  on 
our  history,  I began  to  understand  the  depths  of  the  tie  that  we  have  as  United 
Methodist  Women.  We  have  a tie  with  our  sisters  from  the  past,  their  trials  and 
triumphs.  They  have  handed  us  a glowing  torch  to  carry,  responsibly,  and  pass  to  the 
future  generations.  Here  lies,  in  the  future  generations,  our  last  tie.  We  are  women 
united  to  the  past,  present,  and  to  the  future. 

I thank  God  for  allowing  me  to  attend  the  National  Assembly  because  now  I have  not 
only  facts  about  United  Methodist  Women,  but  also  a broader  understanding  of  the  meaning 
of  being  a United  Methodist  Woman. 

I encourage  you  to  return  to  your  local  units  and  initiate  interest  now  in  our  next 
Assembly.  Set  goals  now  for  sending  one  or  more  persons  to  Assembly.  Your  own  local 
unit  will  experience  with  the  people  you  send  a growth,  "a  glow,"  upon  further 
understanding  the  meaning  of  being  a United  Methodist  Woman.

READING  PROGRAM  CERTIFICATES:  Mrs.  Sara  Fugler,  Conference  Secretary  of  Program 
Resources,  presented  Reading  Program  Certificates  to  the  1*1  units  who  met  the 
requirements, 

COMMITTEE  ON  MEMBERSHIP:  Mrs.  Fran  Hall,  Chairperson  of  the  Committee  on  Membership, 
introduced  the  Women's  Division  theme  for  the  special  membership  focus  during  the 
Centennial  Celebration  of  United  Methodist  Women,  The  theme  is  "Called  to  Grow"  and  the 
goals  set  forth  by  the  Division  are: 

1.  A ten  percent  increase  per  unit  per  year  from  1982  to  1985,  the  Centennial 
Celebration  period. 

2.  Double  the  total  number  of  subscriptions  to  Response  by  1985. 

3.  Seek  to  improve  the  quality  of  membership  for  all  United  Methodist  Women 
through  a growing  spiritual  development,  evidenced  in  increased  commitment  to  concern, 
peace,  and  justice  for  all  persons. 
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The  Louisiana  Conference  has  added  an  additional  goal  of  one  new  unit  In  each  district. 
United  Methodist  Women’s  Sunday  will  be  February  21,  1983- 

RECOGNITION;  Mrs.  Helen  Brock,  Conference  Vice  president,  recognized  two  dlaconal 
ministers,  Llyn  Guth  and  Marsha  Gall  Alexander;  one  elder.  Reverend  Kibble  E.  Behllng; 
and  one  US2,  Miss  Amy  Woodland. 

OFFERING:  Mrs.  Anne  Hearn,  Conference  Mission  Coordinator  for  Christian  Global 
Concerns,  told  of  the  project  the  offering  is  going  toward,  the  World  Hunger  Scholarship 
program  headed  by  Dr.  W.  H.  Patrick,  Jr.  of  LSU.  Students  are  brought  to  LSU  to  learn 
how  to  increase  food  supplies  and  nutrition  in  their  countries.  The  program  takes  three 
years  and  costs  each  student  approximately  $5900  a year.  There  are  presently  four 
students  In  the  program  and  a waiting  list  of  fifty. 

The  offering  given  totaled  $1869.17. 

REGISTRATION:  Mrs.  Mary  Lou  France,  Registrar,  reported  total  attendance  at  677 
persons,  including  203  voting  delegates,  433  non- voting  members,  18  Conference  guests, 
and  23  visitors. 

INVITATION:  Mrs.  Cookie  Coffey  extended  an  invitation  to  the  Conference  to  hold  their 
1983  meeting  at  First  United  Methodist  Church,  Baton  Rouge,  where  she  is  currently 
president  of  United  Methodist  Women.  The  Invitation  was  warmly  accepted. 

INSTALLATION  SERVICE:  Reverend  Freida  M.  Brown  led  the  service  for  installation  of 
Conference  officers.  She  told  each  of  them  to  remember  that  because  one  is  chosen  it 
does  not  mean  that  one  is  better  than  another.  It  means  that  they  accepted  a call  from 
One  of  higher  position  and  come  with  a willingness  to  work  because  of  this  call  from 
God. 

HYMN:  The  Nigerian  hymn,  "Jesus  We  Want  to  Meet,"  was  sung  from  the  hymnal. 

RESPONSIVE  READING:  Lilly  Willis  gave  a synopsis  of  her  ethnic  background.  She  was 
born  in  Puerto  Rico  and  came  to  the  United  States  at  age  3.  She  led  the  group  in  a 
reading,  "Let's  Pray  for  the  Silent  World,"  taken  from  The  Healing  Fountain.  It  was 
written  by  Brazilian  Bishop  Dorn  Helder  Camara. 

HYMN;  "Liberator  of  All  Nations,"  a hymn  in  the  1982  Program  Resource  Book,  Portraits 
of  the  Global  Family,  was  sung. 

DR.  J.  HARRY  HAINES;  The  address  by  Dr.  Haines  was  entitled  "A  World  Without  Hunger." 
In  it  he  told  of  being  Invited  to  lunch  at  the  White  House  with  President  Jimmy  Carter. 
Present  at  the  luncheon  were  twenty  national  church  leaders  who  were  given  a presidental 
report  concerning  world  hunger.  The  document  stated  that  there  can  be  a world  without 
hunger.  The  United  States  and  its  allies  have  the  technology  to  banish  hunger.  The 
problem,  however,  according  to  the  President,  and  the  reason  for  the  gathering,  is  that 
the  document  says  how  to  do  it,  but  it  does  not  say  how  to  change  people  and  people 
control  systems.  Dr.  Haines  went  on  to  say  that  he  believes  God  can  change  people.  He 
further  believes  that  women  do  not  carry  out  cruelty  systems.  He  admonished  the  group 
not  to  sit  back  and  say  what  can  one  person  do.  He  gave  examples  of  what  one  person  can 
do  starting  with  the  Biblical  story  of  feeding  the  multitude  and  going  on  to  tell  of 
trees  and  rice  growing  in  the  desert  because  of  one  man.  He  closed  his  address  by 
leading  those  assembled  in  a song: 
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"God  Is  moving  by  his  spirit. 

Moving  all  over  the  earth. 

Signs  and  wonders  of  his  moving. 

Move,  oh.  Lord  in  me." 

and  declaring  that  the  Lord  was  moving  in  this  place.

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EVENTS 


LEGISLATIVE  TRAINING  EVENT 

Sixty-six  persons,  most  of  them  District  Presidents,  Vice  Presidents,  and  Mission 
Coordinators,  registered  for  the  Legislative  Training  Event,  held  at  the  Bellmont  Motor 
Inn  in  Baton  Rouge  on  Friday,  May  21st  and  Saturday,  May  22nd.  Eight  of  the  nine 
districts  were  represented. 

We  were  privileged  to  have  Mrs.  Florence  Isaacs,  from  Jurisdiction,  bring  the  Biblical 
and  Theological  basis  for  our  action  in  legislative  matters.  Mr.  Ken  Ward,  Executive 
Director,  Louisiana  Moral  and  Civic  Foundation,  gave  us  invaluable  information  on  the 
way  to  proceed  to  involve  ourselves  in  the  legislative  program.  Honorable  Richard  H. 
Baker,  a State  Representative,  was  on  hand  to  greet  the  training  event  participants  and 
to  tell  us  how  we  can  become  effective  in  working  through  some  of  the  issues  which  are 
important  to  us  as  concerned  Christians. 

Four  workshops  were  presented;  all  led  by  persons  knowledgeable  in  their  particular 
field  and  knowledgeable  in  the  ways  of  legislation.  Mrs.  Nina  Pugh,  an  attorney  with 
the  Civil  Law  Studies  at  LSU  led  a workshop  on  legal  responsibilities  of  parent  and 
child  - - to  each  other.  Mrs.  Dolores  Kozloski,  with  the  Juvenile  Division  of  the 
Louisiana  Criminal  Justice  Commission,  informed  us  on  the  New  Juvenile  Court  Code  - - 
what  it  means  to  the  juveniles  of  our  state  and  how  we  can  be  effective  in  its  use  in 
our  courts.  Mr.  Thomas  L.  Miller,  Child  Guidance  Director  for  the  East  Baton  Rouge 
Parish  School  Board,  brought  his  message  on  our  involvement  in  the  public  education 
system  through  film  and  handouts.  The  Honorable  John  V.  Parker,  U.  S.  District  Judge, 
and  the  Reverend  J.  Philip  Woodland  gave  us  spiritual  and  legal  guidance  into  the  matter 
of  desegregation. 

We  had  a time  of  role  playing  and  a time  of  district  planning  for  future  events  within 
our  districts.  One  district  has  already  had  "A  Day  at  the  Legislature".  They  visited 
the  legislature  and  had  lunch  with  legislators  at  the  Capitol.  Similar  events  are  being 
planned  for  1983  and  it  is  hoped  that  every  district  will  get  their  local  units  involved 
in  some  manner.

School  of  Christian 
Mission  at  Centenary  was  attended  by  14  from  our  District  and  100  came  to  Jonesboro  for 
the  Mini-School  in  August. 

Annual  Meeting  in  Lake  Charles  was  attended  by  24  women,  and  at  our  District  Annual 
Meeting  in  Bernice  we  were  challenged  to  grow  in  involvement  in  social  issues  on  an 
individual  and  group  level  by  Ken  Ward,  director  of  the  Louisiana  Moral  and  Civic 
Foundation. 
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Our  District  Mission  Team  lead  Local  Elected  Leaders  Training  in  November  at  Springhill, 
and  was  represented  also  at  the  Conference  Legislative  Training  Event  and  Financial 
Interpretation  Workshop. 

We  overpaid  our  pledge  to  Mission  in  1982,  and  also  completed  our  two  year  project  of 
funding  a scholarship  to  a Latin  American  student  in  the  World  Hunger  Scholarship 
Program  at  LSU.  We  sent  $2085  toward  a scholarship.

H.  Sub-District  #3  met  at  Logansport  on  February  12.  Emphasis  was  on  Program  Resources 
and  Strengthening  the  Family  Covenant.  Sixty-one  people  attended.  Sub-District  #4  had 
all  the  presidents  of  the  units  in  that  group  meet  together  to  discuss  possibilities  for 
growth  in  their  units.  Sub-District  met  at  Mangum  United  Methodist  Church  on  March 
20  with  leadership  training  for  Presidents,  Vice  Presidents,  Secretaries,  Treasurers, 
and  Membership  Chairpersons. 

5.  The  School  of  Christian  Mission  at  Centenary  College  in  July  was  attended  by  52 
people  from  20  churches.

6.  Our  Conference  Annual  Meeting  in  Lake  Charles  was  well  attended  by  59  members  from 
our  district. 

7.  Our  District  Annual  Meeting  met  at  Fairfield  United  Methodist  Church  with  Mary 
Harwell  from  Fort  Worth,  Texas  as  our  guest  speaker. 

We  gained  two  new  units,  Coushatta  and  Keithville,  and  lost  two,  Mitchell  and  Grand 
Cane.  Our  total  is  now  45  units.  Our  total  membership  reached  2,176. 

Our  giving  for  the  year  was  $39,617.20  exceeding  our  pledge  of  $29,000.00  by  $10,617.20.

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STANDING  RULES  FOR  LOCAL  UNITS 
UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN 


1.  No  new  unit  may  be  officially  reported  until  a quarterly  report  has  been  sent  by  the 
treasurer  of  the  new  unit  to  the  district  treasurer. 

2.  a.  Support  for  projects  which  are  the  financial  responsibility  of  the 
church-at-large  should  be  as  individual  members  of  the  church  rather  than  through  the 
treasuries  of  United  Methodist  Women. 

b.  United  Methodist  Women  do  not  furnish  lists  of  their  elected  leaders  to 
individuals  or  agencies  outside  the  organization  unless  authorized  by  the  Executive 
Committee.  (Amended  February  1980) 

3.  All  appeals  for  funds  not  Included  in  the  adopted  budget  of  the  unit  shall  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  (or  the  Executive  Committee  if  there  is  no 
Committee  on  Finance)  for  recommended  action  before  presentation  to  the  local  unit. 

4.  a.  Local  units  shall  be  represented  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Conference 
organization  on  the  basis  of  one  delegate  for  each  one  hundred  (100)  members,  or  major 
fraction  thereof,  provided  every  unit,  regardless  of  size,  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least 
one  delegate. 

b.  Membership  of  each  unit  shall  be  determined  according  to  the  current  Annual 
Report  and  Directory,  unless  corrections  are  given  to  the  Conference  president  sixty 
(60)  days  in  advance  of  the  Annual  Meeting.  (Amended  September  1978) 

5.  Local  units  shall  be  represented  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  district  organization 
on  the  basis  of  one  delegate  for  each  twenty-five  (25)  members,  or  major  fraction 
thereof,  provided  each  unit,  regardless  of  size,  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  one 
delegate. 

6.  Elections  shall  be  held  in  September,  and  those  elected  shall  assume  their  duties  on 
January  1 of  the  following  year. 

7.  In  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  treasurer  of  the  local  unit,  or  the  inability  of 
the  treaurer  to  discharge  the  duties  of  that  office,  the  president  of  the  unit  shall  be 
authorized  and  empowered  by  the  Administrative  Committee  (or  the  Executive  Committee,  if 
there  is  no  Administrative  Committee)  to  draw  and  sign  checks  on  behalf  of  the  unit. 
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STANDING  RULES  FOR  THE  DISTRICT  ORGANIZATION 
UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN 

1.  Thirty  days  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  district  organization,  each  local  unit 
shall  be  sent  registration  forms  for  the  meeting  and  the  list  of  nominees  for  elected 
leadership  in  the  district  organization. 

2.  Local  units  shall  be  represented  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  district  organization 
on  the  basis  of  one  delegate  for  each  twenty-five  (25)  members,  or  major  fraction 
thereof,  provided  each  unit,  regardless  of  size,  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  one 
delegate. 

3.  The  voting  membership  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  district  organization  shall  be  the 
delegates  from  the  local  units  and  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
district  organization. 

4.  a.  A district  may  be  organized  into  sub-districts  to  facilitate  the  work  of  United 
Methodist  Women  within  the  district.  A sub-district  leader  shall  be  elected  as  part  of 
the  district  elected  leadership. 

b.  The  duties  of  the  sub-district  leader  shall  be  to; 

maintain  contact,  both  personally  and  in  other  ways  of  communication,  with  the 
units  in  her  sub-district. 

publicize  all  activities  of  the  district; 

assist  in  organizing  new  units,  in  reactivating  units  which  have  ceased  to 
function,  and  in  assisting  units  where  help  is  needed; 

preside  over  any  sub-district  meeting  which  may  be  held. 

c.  If  a sub-district  meeting  is  held,  the  district  Executive  Committee  shall  assist 
the  sub-district  leader  in  determining  program  emphases  for  the  meeting, 

d.  If  an  offering  is  taken  at  a sub-district  meeting,  expenses  excluding 
refreshments  and/or  flowers,  may  be  deducted  before  remittance  is  made  to  the  district 
treasurer. 

e.  The  term  of  office  for  a sub-district  leader  shall  be  the  same  as  for  other 
elected  leaders  in  the  district.  Service  as  a sub-district  leader  shall  not  count 
against  tenure.  (See  District  Handbook  for  United  Methodist  Women,  pg.  9).  (Amended 
September  1978) 

5.  In  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  treasurer  of  the  district  organization,  or  the 
inability  of  the  treasurer  to  discharge  the  duties  of  that  office,  the  president  of  the 
district  organization  shall  be  authorized  and  empowered  by  the  Administrative  Committee 
to  draw  and  sign  checks  on  behalf  of  the  district  organization. 

6.  The  time  between  the  election  of  the  treasurer  and  the  assumption  of  her  duties 
shall  be  a time  of  training  during  which  she  will  work  with  the  incumbent  treasurer, 
especially  in  preparing  the  fourth  quarterly  report.  The  treasurer-elect  shall  attend 
all  Finance  and  Executive  Committee  meetings  and  training  events  occurlng  during  this 
interim  period.  (Adopted,  September  1 975)
